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FBA Supports New GWU 
Hospital— With Reservations 


On the occasion of a 
“certificate of need” hearing, 
the Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion filed a letter supporting 
the construction of a new 
hospital building, but ex- 
pressing grave concerns 
about the traffic and parking 
problems associated with it. 

The FBA had earlier 
participated in the proceed- 
ings which led to the owner- 
ship of the hospital by Dis- 
trict Hospital Partners, L.P. 
That company has now 
submitted to the State 
Health Planning and Dev- 
elopment Agency its applica- 
tion for permission to con- 
struct a new facility to 
replace the existing hospital. 
It is to be built on land 
across 23 from the present 
hospital; that land is cur- 
rently used as a surface park- 
ing lot. 


The FBA agreed with the 
new owners that a new 
facility should be built, but 
outlined the need for hos- 
pital staff and visitor parking 
to replace the spaces on that 
lot, before, during and 
following the construction 
of the building. The Univer- 
sity itself has the responsi- 
bility to provide the park- 
ing, and the community has 
not been convinced that 
they can or will make up the 
parking deficit. In addition, 
the University has not an- 
nounced its plans for the old 
hospital building 

A proposal has been 
mentioned that would add 
200 spaces to a nearby garage 
and other measures, but at 
present they do not seem to

I applaud Monika 
Bernstein’s erudite letter 
published in the July 1998, 
issue of the Foggy Bottom 
News. Many residents of 
Foggy Bottom have been 
disturbed by a loud, unruly 
neighbor. Such behavior is 
hardly made more legitimate 
by the Kennedy Center. 
Rather, more is expected 
from an institution with [its] 
reputation.

FBA’s letter also 
expressed concerns over traf- 
fic impacts, “especially as 
regards emergency vehicle 
access and patient drop-off 
and their effects on traffic in 
Washington Circle and 
streets south of the Circle.” 
Currently, traffic entering 
and leaving the Circle in all 
directions is often at a stand- 
still, with no foreseeable 
relief, even with the reopen- 
ing of the Whitehurst Free- 
way. 

The FBA also urged 
SHPDA officials to use their 
influence to encourage a 
“merger or coordination of 
facilities with Columbia 
Hospital for Women.” 

During the hearing, the 
ANC requested a delay 
because the hospital is now a 
private, for-profit facility 
and as such its status within 
the campus boundaries is 
subject to question, and the 
new structure will not be 
completed until after the 
current campus plan expires 
and a new one is to be

ment (BZA). The Certificate 
of Need hearing before 
SHPDA was held on 
September 15 and the record 
remains open until 
November 23 for receipt of 
written statements by inter- 
ested persons. A BZA 
hearing is yet to be 
scheduled. 

Among its concerns are 
that GWU has “not made 
any representation of its 
intentions regarding the use 
of the (current) facility....,” 
as well as additional traffic 
and the absence of adequate 
on-site parking. The 
cooperatives Board of 
Directors also stated their 
belief that future needs 
could be met by appropriate 
renovation of the present 
facility.

quickly, often within minutes. 
They will respond, check out the situ 


ation, and take action if needed. And 


their appearance signals that this area is not an easy mark and encourages 
potential wrongdoers to beat a retreat.

As an opener for this new season of the Foggy Bottom 
Diner, I sought out the newest restaurant in Foggy Bottom. 
This did not prove to be a difficult task given that many 
new restaurants are looking for locations in Foggy Bottom. 

Mehran Restaurant, which opened July 10 at 2138 
Pennsylvania Avenue, specializes in Pakistani and Indian 
dishes. The menu offers diners a variety of exotic dishes at 
extremely affordable prices. Appetizers and soups are priced 
under $5. For an appetizer, I had the Samosa Vegetarian, a 
traditional pastry stuffed with potatoes and peas. It was 
served hot and tasty. | 

Traditional Tandoori Charcoal barbecues, served with 
rice, are well represented on the menu. There are 8 
Tandoori dishes priced from $5.25 for chapli kabob, ground 
beef with special spices, to $6.25 for lamb kabob. 

There are 8 meat curry dishes, priced from $5.95 for 
chicken masala to $7.95 for bataer masala, two tender quail 
cooked in special sauce. I enjoyed the chicken masala, 
chicken cooked in curry sauce with generous portions of 
onions and green peppers. Also, there are 5 vegetarian 
curries, all under $5,.that offer diners such favorites as 
lentils, eggplant, and okra, all served with rice and bread. 
Breads may also be purchased separately. These tantalizing 
flat breads are all priced under $2. 

Mehran offers daily and weekend specials, all moderately 
priced. There is even an “all you can eat” buffet for $5.95. 
Mehran has quickly become a popular place for the 
Pakistani and Indian communities, so expect crowds for 
lunch and dinner. For readers who enjoy Pakistani and 
Indian cuisine, Mehran, the newest restaurant in Foggy 
Bottom, may also become a popular restaurant.

More on the Bridges 

While you are anticipat- 
ing the new paved streets 
and curbs in our neighbor- 
hood—as reported in the 
May FBN—let me bring you 
up to date on bridge con- 
struction and/or repair.

President John C. Batham 
introduced the guest 
speaker, Dr. Camille Cates 
Barnett, Chief Management 
Officer of the District of 
Columbia. Dr. Barnett 
began by comparing the 
state of the District with 
other cities she has seen in 
the nation and commented 
that, upon her arrival six 
months ago, she found 
greater disarray than she 
expected. This was com- 
pounded by untrained em- 
ployees with inadequate 
support systems such as tele- 
phones and computers as 
well as poor leadership. 
Among various initiatives, 
she has set about to institute 
performance contracts with 
the directors of the District 
agencies and is requiring 
training plans for employ- 
ees. The telephone and 
computer systems are the 
next targets for improve- 
ment. She expects her 
program of management im- 
provements to take about 
three years but the residents 
of the District should start 
seeing results in intermediate 
steps. Dr. Barnett took ques- 
tions from the audience 
which ranged from descrip- 
tions of problems with side- 
walks to the favorite—pot- 
holes. | 

She moved out in front of 
the crowd without any mike 
and took charge—and does 
she know how to take 
charge! Her charm, talent, 
enthusiasm and vibrant 
personality fortified by her 
experience immediately cap- 
tured the compete attention 
of everyone. She was accom- 
panied by her assistant, 
Oliver Cromwell, and 


DPW’s Gary Burch. She 
listened attentively to all 
complaints and questions. 
Where possible she gave 
candid answers and, if not, 
she gave out her phone 
number and assured the 


J folks that she would take 


action. A citizen who had a 
beef was immediately 
approached by her staff to 
get the name and telephone 
number. 

For example, John 
Bartos, a retired Foreign 
Service man, calmly describ- 
ed the fire plug in the 900 
block of 24 Street which 
has been a part of the neigh- 
borhood for about four 


‘years. It had been removed 


and left rusting; then 
replaced and it rusted (not 
installed, - you - understand, 
just replaced and left lying 
on the brick walk and curb 
with a safety “cone” and a 
hole; lots of gravel and 
misplaced sidewalk bricks), 
then replaced again. Monday 
morning, following Sat- 
urday’s West End meeting, 
the fire plug was installed 
and functioning. Jack 
Batham had been troubled 
with a parking sign problem 
in the 2300 block of Virginia 
Avenue and 24" and H for 
many months. After many 
unanswered phone calls to 
DPW and since that meet- 
ing, Jack informs us that it 
will be corrected next 
month. Jack, who keeps his 
eye on just about everything 


in the area, had a similar 


problem with the sidewalk 
at 21° and E for many 
months. He was informed 
by Gary Burch that it would 


be ~ taken care of 
immediately—and it was. 

The horrible condition of 
the south sidewalk on Vir- 
ginia Avenue from 23” 
Street to the River was re- 
ported and we were assured 
that it would be paved soon. 

The score card of that 
Saturday afternoon meeting 
gave Dr. Barnett an “A” and 
the Department of Public 
works an “F.” Keep your 
eyes on our new City 
Manager; she is dynamite 
and if anyone can correct 
this city government mess 
and restore efficiency and 
honesty, SHE WILL!
